Boosovclt to tho Senate for 
confirmation 
as U. S. Marshal for 
Arizona, and tho name of Fredrick 
S. Navo, also of Nogales, was sont 
in for confirmation 
as 
U. S. At- 
torney for Arizona. 
In theso appointments tho Pres- 
ident has not consulted the wishes 
of tho people 
of tho Territory. 
Mr. Navo 
has 
lived in tho Ter 
ritory about thrco years and about 
tho onty 
thing 
ho over did in tho 
Territory 
in a 
public 
capacity 
was to act 
as 'clerk for tho Code. 
Commission. 
In this 
capacity ho fixed things 
to suit himself and did such "raw" 
work that ho 
incurred 
tho 
dis- 
pleasure 
of 
everyone 
who had 
anything 
to 
do 
with 
it. 
Tho 
Legislative committees having tne 
codo in charge spent clays correct- 
ing misspelled words and grammat- 
ical errors in those portions which

Rider. 
It 
is claimed that no is a Democrat, 
but wo would not givo 
much for 
tho Democracy 
of a man 
who is 
appointed to oflico by Boosevolt. 
It is also claimed that ho is a pro 
fessional 
gambler and went 
from 
bohind 
a rouletto wheel direct 
to 
Washington, without endorsements 
and asked for and received the 
appointmont of Marshal. 
As soon 
as the appointment 
becamo known 
in 
Arizona 
protests 
against 
his 
confirmation 
woro 
sent 
by tho 
hundreds 
protesting 
against 
his 
confirmation. 
The 31st of this month has been 
sot as 
iho date on which contrross 
will 
hear 
Arizona's 
claims 
for 
statehood presented. 
Gov. Otoro has been confirmed 
by tho senate. 
A remarkablo 
schemo 
is under 
way, and scorns to bo on tho verge 
of success, 
by 
which tho mining 
privileges of tho Uintah 
reserva- 
tion, in Utah, 
aro 
to 
bo turned 
over to a Now Jersey 
companj'. 
This concern is to havo a monop- 
oly of privileges which have hith- 
erto boon deniod to all white men, 
but tho reservation 
is not to 
bo 
opened for settlement. 
It will re- 
main in tho hands of tho Indians, 
while this concern 
is to get what 
thcro is thoro in a mineral way, to 
tho 
exclusion 
of tho people 
of 
Utah, who havo boon anxious 
for 
a chanco at tho mines for years, 
but havo 
been 
oxcludcd 
because 
tho minerals arc in an Indian 
res- 
ervation. 
Henry 
C. 
Payno, 
tho 
new Postmaster General, is said to 
no tno I'rosioont 
ol tins company. 
Congressman James S. Shorman, of 
Now York, 
tho Chairman of tho 
House Committeo 
on Indian 
Af- 
fairs, and ono of tho most 
promi- 
nent Republicans 
in Congress 
is 
charged with boing interested in it. 
Judgo 
Davis and U. S. District 
Attorney 
Navo 
havo 
been

firmed by tho senate.

SoJomonviHo' Disincorporated.

Convicted 
for Sheep Killing. 
For tho past year or more it has 
been known that a band of thieves 
wero 
operating 
about 
fifteen 
or 
twenty miles north of Metcalf, near 
Eaglo river. 
Somo 
months ago 
somo stockmon ran onto a Mexican 
butchering a beef. 
The Mexican 
was killed, but still 
tho crooked 
work went on. 
During Christinas 
week a large 
amount of "jerkcy" 
was brought into Metcalf and 
of- 
fered for sale. 
Stockman 
of that 
section have been on 
tho lookout

for tho thieves, 
but it is almost 
impossible to catch 
them 
in the 
act. 
Recently, however, the gang 
connnea

cipally to killing sheep, and some 
of tho Mexican sheep 
men of that 
section 
visited 
their

found a number 
of 
sheep 
pelts, 
which still showed tho marks 
and 
brands of thoir owners. 
Terrell, 
Slaughter and Chitty, well 
known 
stockmen of Eagle river, 
assisted 
by othors, raided tho camp and ar- 
rested W. W. Gunnels, an Ameri- 
can and Francisco Moreno, a Mcxi 
can.

ticc Shirley on Monday and

victed under the new law of
